“12. Travelling Allowance— (1) No travelling allowance 
shall be paid lor journeys within the limits oi the 
sphere of operation of the Delhi Transport Service. 
Special cases, it any, will be dealt with on merits. 

(2) For journeys on duty beyond the limits of the 
sphere oi operation oi the Delhi Transport Service, 
payment of travelling allowance shall be governed 
by the rules applicable from time to time to 
servants of the Central Government of the corres- 
ponding grades^ stationed at Delhi. 

(3) The employees may be permitted by the Delhi 
Road Transport Authority, after obtaining prior 
approval of the Central Government, to travel by 
air whenever air travel is considered to be urgent 
and necessary in the public interest”.
